- THE LAW,

The otherday wereferred tothe necesity of 
having the Berch stronger than the Bar, and the 
need of thls will be made the more patent by the 
subject of this articte, To-day we propose to 
show haw a strong judge may Influetice the Bar 
for pord and put down ahuses, which appear to 
us to lower in the even of a'l reflecting men #-pro- 

" fesslon—that of the law—which is conntdered 
ore ofthe noblest. Atone time it waa limited 

. to thase who'cou'd he vouched for as rentlemen 
with the education of ene, Bat now-wdays tt 
has evidently heen thrown open to all and 
sundry, who can pay for the feer and a coach to 
pass the comparatively mild examination, with 
the consequent lowering of the standsrd of 
manners and tone of language. Honour and 
good feeling have bees renlaced by an utter dis- 
regard of the reputatlon.of an adversaty and an 
unscrapulousness as to the means employed In 
deleatiog him, It Is no infrequent sight to seo» 
member of the Bar now reveraing fhe first prin- 
ciple ¢f Jaw, that no mar ts to be held guilty antl? 
be bns been proved so, by casting the most foul 
aspersions on his charac’er, imputing tobim the 
vilest motives, and aland+sine blm ia away that 
he dace net have done outde the limite of the 
court with impunity,, Making every allowance 
for the tras ef verba focant, mentioned by 
Martial in his somewhat humorous description 
of a certsin clasa of lawy ra, men who hire out 
thelr words snd anger and are more or less 
passfonate as they are paid for ft,” we fall to see 

_ why certain members af the Bar should prostitate 
thelr position by villilying thelr cl'eat's opponent 
{on a manrer worthy of costermongert, Even 
mock thunder, which f¢ often the only retarn 
gomc members of the long robe are able to 
make, far a lerge fee in w bad case, may be 
indulged In without stan“erlng other men's 
reputations, [tls thme enough when a man has 
been proved guilty to call hima villafo and a 
rogue, : 

We have often wondered why judges permit 
auch conduct on the part of counsel or advocates, 
Even ‘lr Charles Russell, In the Langwosthy 
case, did not scrop'e to insinuate vile things of 
Mrs. Langworthy, a Ivdy who was proved and 
Pronounced by the judges to have heen the 
innocent victim of a tharough-peced blackguard, 
who took a’venta-e of some little flaw fn the 
cersmony performed In France to repudiate the 
marndare before a Christlan miniater, With sach 
@ orecedent ft 14 not, perhaps, surprising that the 
smaller fry at the Bar" should emulate and even 
surpass him tn the art of vilification. It fs one 
of the:sxloms of saclety that it {s always aafe to 
follow the fashion set by people {n the higher 
circles, no matter however objectionable or 
absurd it may be, Better bo oat of the world 

' than out of the fachlon fe the feeling of weak- 
‘minded people; ard if you are anxlous to do 
anything, of which you feel half avhamed, only 
look out for some precedent, set by some one wha 
ought to have knawn better, but deliberately 
refused to act on his better knowledge, for 
the unke of a larga fee, and you are all 
right, When a Bar begins to get crowded, and 
there fs much compotltion for buslness, this sort 
sort of thing becomes more prevalent, 

Look at the way a witness fe sometimes 
examined and the bullying he undergoes; and If 
be, while under the severe test, {n the confusion 
of mind and nervousness, consequent on having 
to give hls eviderce before a crowded court, 
makes the allghtest /apius iagua God help 
him! This little sllp is made a hacdie of to apply 
all sorts cf terms of opprobrium to him, with 
a view to discredit hls evidence, Even bis 
physical detects are insiduously referred to ag 
an Index of bis moral deformity, The matter 
becomes worse when the examining counsel fs 
of an Srrascible or vindictlve temper. The 
forensic arena becomes then a bear garden, 
while the Ianguage uted becomes remialscent af 
controversies among bargees, ‘These things are 
only permissible when the bench {s weaker than 
the bar. Any judge, who has a strong senre of 
hts own dignity and of the rights of the meanest 
individual, who appears balore bim, whether In 
the capsclty of pluintlif, defendant, prisoner or 
witness, would not allow ft, ‘The most they 
seem 10 be able te do, when coe person under

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exam!natlon possessing nerve, ability and cool. 
ness given congel “A Roland for an Olver,” 
fv to ery to the worsted counsel, who epreals 
to him for protection, “ Well, Mr. X, T think 
you hrought that on yourrell.” But interfence 
of a more active character it r. quired, net ony 
In the Intereste of fustice and d-cency, but also 
of a profession sunpoved to be esaentislly that of 
« genttemsn, Even Free Tances and Con- 
dottlerl, who sotd thelr swords or lances to the 
highest bidders, numbered genttamen among 
them, who, while loyally serving their temporary 
employers, refused to commit scts unworthy of 
pentiemen, scch as, torture outrage and other 
forma of needless cratlty. We are gi-d, however, 
to think that there have been, and fill are bright 
exceptions to thls lamentable pictare of the local. 
Bar, men whose language and demeanour to- 
wards every one, Itigant or witness, have slways 
been such as to secure respect andasteem, They 
were often sarcastic, sometimes humorous ‘and 
even witty; but, vulgar, crucl or abusive never. 
Such were Corran, Mélens Agabeg, Nicholson, 
Elmes, Cunningham, DeWet, Glibanks, Mitchell, 
Benemy, who knew how to, win a case without 
needlessly hortiny any one'scharacter or feelings, 
In orfvete Hfa they all had thetr eccentricttles 
and fafllngs, bat {n the Court they were gentle- 
men In every respect. They were many of them, 
what we may call, stronc men, masters of the 
declamatory art ; but.Ike strong men penerally, 
conscious of thelr streneth, they were above the 
meanness of soiling thelr adversary's' character 
to Improve thelr own cases, © cs 
There is no more pleasant efgbt than to see a 
member of the Bar identifying hima: Ifthorsughly 


with his cllan's Interests, by stadving ble case | 


carefnlly before hand, and by properly martlal- 
ing all ble facts and Tegal precedents aod 
authoriiles, and polnting out all the: flaws In bis 
opoonente esse. Even his opponents feel that 
they have to deal with « perfect lawyer and gen- 
tleman, who can elicit thetrath from them without 
ragortto Ineult of alender, [t fa not necessary: 
for him to plavfully ask an assistant or manager 
of a mercantile firm If he were not, before he 
came to Burme, a coonterjrmper In some shop. 
of to insinuate thathe may be alinesl descendant 
of Asenfas, ' Sach ifttie forms of playfulness are 
no doubt Indulged in with a view to arouse the 
‘temper and create a confaston’ of mind in the 
party under examlantion thet may lead him to 
contradict himeell, This sort of tectics is even 
effectaal when carrted out agalnst some opposing 
‘counsel, who feellng insulted by some comments 
of bls brother counsel lores his temper and head 
—the very result almed at,. The other side, there- 


apon, Improves the occasion and gets everything 


his own way, This sort of thing may doubtless 
be very amusing to members of the Bar, or 
occupants.of the Bench, . It gives a sort of zest 
or filllp to what otherwise might be a dull 
monotonous business, But even were members 
of the Bar to" pench " each other's figure heada, 
as they sometimes threaten ta dr, the. public 
might tolerate with equanimity all these eccentri- 
cltles; but it Is 9 vary different matter to the 
public when the wearers of wig and gown 
abuse the privileges of the court by passing 
herd . and ffl-natired reflections upon an 
undersizning scting ov slip of the tongue, to 
invent, and loudly publish:a vexatious. state- 
ment without colour or grounds, to plunder an 
innocent man of bis chsracter and good name 
which be has spent years in earning, to rob him 
at the same time of bis happiness and peace of 
mind ; perhaps his bread—the bread may be of 
a virtuous family ; and all thle, as Solomon says 
of the madman who casteth firebrands, arrows, 
and death, ‘and saith “am I not in sport?” all 
this ant of wantonness, and oftener from worse 
motives, The whole appesrs such a comollca- 
tton of badness, as requires, eccording to the 
language of Sterne, no words or warmth of fancy 
to megravate, Lawyers, an a sute, become, 
partlzins by the nature of thelr calling, and do 
not care to observe one of the chief principles of 
debate—aual allerem partem, They do not 
hesitate, even before the termination of a case, 
to express privately thetr decided views of the 
opposite side, and by this means bring (nto bad 
odour wih a large: number of weak minded 
persons,—who never think for themselves— 
partles who may be and often are perfectly 
exonerated from the charges brought agalost 
them. 2 

We are, however, not concerned with this 
cowardly form of Iibelling, because if the 
parties Ibelled can manage to trace It home 
to the Ilbeller, there {5° the horsewhip, 
tha boot, or the courts‘ to resort to for 
a solatium to thelr Injared feelings and reputa- 
tion, But ft ls the chartered Mbeller and sian- 
derer whom the publfe are heloless . against. 
They claim the privileges of thelr calling and 
make our courts, Instead of beng the temple of 
Justice to the wronged and oppressed, a pisce 
where they may be lusutted and abused with 
impunity. The astonishing: license of speech 
sometimes allowed to counsel: naturally leads 
people, outside the courts, and unburdened with 
hearts of lend or cheeks of bras, to erroneously 
conclude that a presiding judge would bardly 
allow {t were there not in all cases some justifica- 
tlon for ft. At-home now there Is a soctety 
called a ''witoess protection soclety ;" bat. we 
fear there is not much to be expected (n the way 
of reform wntll we find « few slrong judges, who 
will mske {t plalo to members of thelr Bar, that 
they will not allow bullying or abuse; that ft Is 
quite possible te win cases fo 2 gentlemanly way 
and without browbeating or bleckentog people's 
characters, whether from tactical or any other 
motives, Bot, fike all reformers, they will have 
to be very strong men indeed, and be ready alvo 
to come: {fo for a large emoust of abuse them- 
nelves, But they will save the profession of law 
from a stigma which. now attaches to It,—
